Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 has been amended to further require a nitrogen gas stream and wherein purging the at least one 
opening within each of the silicon carbide materials prevents the migration of the aqueous solution of inorganic acid to a base material. The 
new limitations would require further search and consideration. 
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
